In Georgia there are now to each 
100,000 of whites 89,000 negroes against 
85,322 tem years ago. Nearly ail the 
southern states show similar relative 
gains, South Carolina leading the list. It 
is believed by the census office, however, 
that these apparent gains are due, ina 
great measure, to the imperfections of the 
census of 1870. Under the conditions 
which prevailed at that time, it is prob- 
able that a much larger proportion of 
negroes were omitted than of whites. Of 
the former slave states which have lost, 
Texas and Florida lead. Both these 
states have received heavy white immi-, 
gration from other parts of the country, 
whieh has more than overbalanced what- 
ever gain in colored population may 
have been made. They have been the 
scene of rapid development, and thus 
the relative decrease of blacks is to be 
accounted for, not by an exodus, ora 
dying out, but by an infusion of whites. 
- The movement of blacks in the northern 
and western states has apparently been 
-of litle comparative account. The mi- 
gration of negroes has not attained to 
such dimensions as to be perceptible 
here. The states from which the exodus 
“principally took place, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana and North Carolina, have all! appar- 
ently gained heavily in relative propor- 
tion of blacks, while Kansas, to which 
the major part went, bas lost in propor- 
tion to itsimcrease in population, and 
Indiana bas gained but singhtuy.

This much is clear; and it is also 
clear that they will have bat one com- 
mon meeting point—the city of Atlanta. 
The Richmond, the Louisville and the 
Savannah lines now terminate in this 
city, and the Cincinnati and Fast Ten- 
nessee combinations are working this 
way as fast as circumstances will permit. 
They are coming, and when their plans 
are perfected we will have five lines that 
are too strong to be gobbled up, frozen, 
out or treated otherwise than on a fair 
and just basis. Railroading, like poli- 
tics, is not a matter of gratitude or senti- 
ment but of power.

A 
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The Increase of immigration. 

The question of immigration is a very 
important one so far as the south is con- 
cerned, and it grows more and more 
serious every day. It involves, directly 
and emphatically, the additional question 
of political power. If existing circum- 
stances were such as to bring about even 
a relatively equal distribution of this 
immigration throughout all sections of 
the question of_ political 
power would not be involved. But im- 
migration is afact, and an increasing 
fact, and it is also a fact that it does not 
flow in the direction of the south, It 
distributes itself throughout the north 
and northwest, and its eff-ct is felt in our 
politics whenever there is a congressional 
apportionmgnt. very addition of one 
hundred and _ fifty thousand im- 
migrants to the north and 
west, gives an additional member of 
congress to those sections and takes one 
away fromthe south. This fact is seri- 
ously suggestive, the more so when it is 
borne in mind thatfor the eight months 
ending in February, the arrivals of im- 
migrants at the ten principal ports 
amounted to 305,032, more than 1,250 a 
day for the whole time, and one day last 
week 3,905 immigrants arrived at the 
port of New York alone. From Septem- 
ber to February, a period which is not 
at all favorable to immigration, the 
arrivals reached a number exceeding 
150,000—in other words, in six montbs a 
congressman was created for the 
which attracts these new 
settlers. The prospects are that 
during the next ten years 
five millions of immigrants will be added 
to our povulation. When the apportion- 
ment under the census of 1890 takes 
place, these five million inhabitants will 
be represented by thirty-six congress- 
nen. ° 
Now, the question is, is it not worth an 
effort to secure at least a portion of this 
prospective population? Is not the 
whole matter worth the attention of 
thoughtful people at the south. It is to 
be borne in mind, moreover, that the 
gain of population in the south which 
appears in the census of 1880, is more ap- 
parent than real, and is due, in a 
large degree, to the defectivé census 
of 1870. That census was accu- 
rately taken at the north, and 
grossly neglected at the south by the 
irresponsible republican officials who 
had it in charge. Unless those interested 
in the development of the south shall 
take the matter of immigration in hand 
and make some effort to turn the tide in 
this direction, the census of 1890 will show 
the difference between real progress and 
development, and easy-going carelessness. 
We would be glad tosee Georgia make 
a determined effort to secure the better 
class of immigrants that come to the 
United States, but this cannot be done 
unless the legislature and the railroads 
will work together for this end.
